Trade ins of “ used” houses on 
brand new models is one of the 
most 
striking 
new developments 
in the American real estate mar 
ket,

builder takes the old homestead 
in partial payment on the new 
and usually gives a credit well 
•bove that the homeowner could 
get in cash in the open market 


Then the builder must dispose 
of the old house, perhaps at a loss 
hut not enough to eliminate his 
overall profit. Columbus, Ohio, re 
ports as much as one-sixth of its 
sales of new homes 
now 
done 
through trade-ins. 
Dallas also re 
ports the practice growing swiftly. 
It is a manifestation, for one 
thing, of the increasing difficulty 
during the past year of getting 
mortgage money from banks and 
other loan outfits. That situation
